Retail Price of a Chair 


Goes Up 16} per cent

Sir,—Your leading article point- 
ing out that the advice issued by the 
retail associations means an increase 
in the mark-up amounting to 34 per 
cent on returns may give a misleading 
picture of the effect of this advice 

Dealing first with the mathematics 
of the case, a turnover at retail price 
amounting to £100 would mean that 
the manufacturers’ tax-inclusive prices 
totalled £71 8s. 7d., which plus 40 per 
cent would come to £100. Taking, 
however, the former addition of 334 
per cent, the same £71 &s. 7d. would 
amount to £95 4s. 9d. Therefore, the 
increase in the retail prices amounts 
to £4 15s. 3d. on £95 4s. 9d., which 
is in fact 5 per cent. This means that 
the increase of 34 per cent on returns 
is in fact an increase of 5 per cent 
of retail prices 

That, however, is not the full story, 
because the advice issued by the retail 
associations includes two further pos- 
sible additions to the reta‘lers’ margin 
The 40 per cent is to be added to the 
purchase tax as well (if any), and the 
associations have also taken steps to 
encourage manufacturers to allow 
counting-house discounts and_ these 
are to be additional to the 40 per cent 
margin.

Nevertheless, the debate may 
serve a very useful purpose. It 
will provide an opportunity of air- 
ing views on various aspects of 
the D-Scheme, of criticising some 
of its more detailed provisions, 
and of bringing into the open a 
number of anomalies that were 
soon discovered. 
*% It has been said that there 
has never been a Government 
taxation scheme which has not 
had to be modified. And Wed- 
nesday’s debate may well lead to 
some beneficial amendments to 
the Furniture D-Scheme—amend- 
ments beneficial both to the 
industry and to the public.

Furthermore, if a 
allows a counting-house discount, 
must necessarily be allowed for in the 
costings and will further increase both 
the retail margin and the retail price. 

Two other aspects of this matter 
are worthy of consideration. The 
statement issued by the retail organi- 
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sations underlines that the organisa- 
tions are in principle opposed to the 
regulation of retail margins by trade 
Organisations, and the suggestion of 
40 per cent was made in response to 
a request for guidance by the manu- 
facturers’ organisations, in connection 
with the forthcoming exhibitions. 

The statement does not fear un- 
favourable political repercussions ; and 
I would suggest there was a strong 
case for maintaining the status quo 
until such time as retail margins find 
their own level, as a result of free- 
dom from control, rather than to 
risk the charge that this freedom was 
being exploited. 

There are many indications that re- 
tailers are not in fact increasing their 
margins, and some thought might be 
given to the acute problem which the 
advice of the retail associations has 
created for some manufacturers who 
advertise their goods nationally. In 
cases where such manufacturers quote 
retail prices, they are often required 
by their retail customers to stop 
supplies to competitors who undercut 
the advertised prices. 

Are such manufacturers to stop 
supplies to important retail organisa- 
tions who have decided to continue 
on a mark-up of 334 per cent on 
manufacturers’ prices?

I SOMETIMES find the proprie 

tors of furnishing shops 
somewhat difficult to understand 
They are obviously “sold” on 
shop-window lighting. It is very 
rare indeed to find their 
shops with unlighted windows at 
night and since, I suppose, the bulk 
of their trade is done with newly 
married couples setting up house 
for the first time, it is scarcely sur- 
prising that they realise the impor- 
tance of making their goods visible 
at a time when such young people, 
who normally work during the day, 
have the leisure to examine them 
What I find a little disturbing is

Does a Blaze of Light Attract ? 


Are customers really attracted by 
such a blaze of light? I think it is 
very doubtful. It has been sug- 
gested that if one is appealing to 
customers in the lower income 
groups, one’s shops must have a 
cheap appearance—that bare lamps 
and screaming showcards are less 
likely to frighten off the more 
impecunious customer than = an 
obvious stress upon good quality 
and good taste. If this is true it 
speaks remarkably badly for the 
good sense of ordinary people, if 
it is not, it is time that some mem 
bers of the furniture trade gave 
some thought to the possibility that 
they are not getting full value from 
their after-hours lighting.

What is Wrong With Your 


Window Lighting ? 


The tunction of window lighting is 
to help the shopkeeper to sell his 
oods by drawing attention to them 
and by emphasizing their 
qualities and producing the will to 
buy in the observer. People’s eyes 
are invariably drawn to the bright 
est objects in the field of view and 
if these objects are the lamps them- 
selves they are apt to them 
rather than the goods are 
meant to illuminate. In other 
trades the shop lighting designer 
irranges his lamps so that they light 
the merchandise without themselves 
being visible—is there really any 
reason why, in the furniture trade 
alone, this practise should be 
reversed ?

Lighting Must Enhance Goods 


after

Window-shopping, all, is 
entirely a visual and the 
observer’s assessment of the quality 
of the goods displayed must of 
necessity depend upon their appear- 
ance alone. Lighting which does 
nothing to enhance this appearance, 
but even detracts from it, is 
obviously not in the interest of the 
shopkeeper and for this reason 
alone it is almost as important for 
him to see that the lighting is right 
as to take care to stock good furni- 
ture and sell it at a reasonable price. 


Nine out of ten furnishers’ 
windows are very badly lit at the 
present time, simply because their 
owners, or the people who put their 
lighting schemes in for them, have 
acted on the assumption that the 
brighter the window the _ better, 
irrespective of what is the brightest 
object in it. 

The first rule in shop-window 
lighting, then, is to conceal the 
lamps and this must be done in such 
a way that very little, if any, light 
is lost in the process. Fortunately 
it is possible, by an intelligent use 
of reflectors, not only to hide the 
lamps from view but actually to 
increase the amount of light falling 


on the merchandise so that in a 
properly designed installation the 
roods themselves are found to stand 
ut. more brightly than their 
surroundings 


If you doubt the veiling effect of 
glaring light sources, try this simple 
experiment. Cut a circular hole in 
the centre of a lettered showcard 
just large enough to take a 6O0W 
lamp and arrange a lamp behind it 
so that no light falls on the front 
surface of the card. Stand the card 
up in a lighted room and watch the 
effect of turning the lamp behind it 
on and off. You will notice two 
things. First, when the light is 
switched on, the surface of the card 
will seem to become appreciably 
darker, although in fact the light 
falling on it will not vary and 
secondly, vou will find it impossible 
to read the lettering near the glar- 
ing light of the lamp. The darkening 
effect is due to two things: the 
contraction of the pupil of the eye 
due to the high brightness of the 
glare-source, which allows less light 
to fall on the retina, and an actual 
de-sensitising of the retina itself 
which happens automatically and is 
designed to save damage to the 
optic nerve. The blinding effect, 
which makes it impossible to read 
the lettering near the hole in the 
card, is similar to the dazzling effect 
of meeting an oncoming car’s head- 
lamps at night. This is not an effect 
to be aimed at in a shop window if it 
is to do its job well 


Bare Lamps are Common Fault 


The most common fault in 
furnishers’ windows, is the use of 
bare fluorescent lamps at, or just 
above, eye-level, often mounted ver- 
tically at the sides of the window. 
The remedy is to screen the lamps 
from normal angles of view by 
mounting them in properly designed 
and correctly placed _ reflectors

The Right Lamps for the Job 


The second of good window 
lighting is to use the right lamps 
for the job This aspect ot the 
problem was of no importance 
before the war when only tungsten 
filament lamps were available but 
has assumed considerable pro 
portions since the introduction of 
Huorescent lamps. Faced with the 
problem of deciding which of the 
five “white” fluorescent lamps to 
use some shopkeepers have been 
heard to wish fluorescent lamps 
further, to give up the struggle in 
favour of the old and tested lamps 
they have always used. I suppose 
that their grandfathers felt the same

The sad truth is that no colour 
of fluorescent lamp used on its own 
is entirely suitable for lighting 
furniture but that mixed with a 
certain amount of tungsten filament 
lighting “natural” or “colour- 
matching” fluorescent lamps are 
excellent. So the problem resolves 
itself into how to add that necessary 
top dressing of tungsten filament 
lighting to a window with basic 
fluorescent lighting

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Current Practice

Staining is normally done first as 
several kinds of stain will not take 
over the filler if an oil based filler is 
used The filler is usually either 
clear, or transparent, as it is some- 
times called, or of a shade to suit the 
timber and the desired finish. On 
occasions, however, there may be a 
need to use a contrasting filler to show 
up the grain of the wood, as in the 
case of limed-oak finishes

that the filler is more likely to be 
forced well into the grain than when 
a gun is used, but the writer feels 
that it all depends on who is doing 
the job. He has always held the view 
that a good sprayed job will be as 
effective as the poor hand done job 
and at least will have the advantage 
of being more evenly applied. How 
ever, unless a special set-up for the 
thicker filler is used, the coating will 
not be as heavy as it would he if a 
rag or brush were employed 

When the filler 
wood for some 
evaporation of the solvents will por 
made the filler somewhat stiffer and 
the paste can now be torced into the 
pores of the timber. This is followed 
by a wiping off of the surplus filler 
across the gram so as to leave as 
much as possible in the pores of the 
wood A final light wipe with the 
grain direction finishes the operation 
and the work must then be left to 
allow the filler to dry completely 


Need for Wood Primers 


In painting processes it is not con 
sidered good practice to use putty or 
stopping on bare timber without the 
use of a sealer or priming coat, which 
will first of all satisfy the suction of 
the wood. The writer believes that 
this sound reasoning applies also to 
wood finishing and = considers — that 
wherever possible a filler should 
follow a coat of a sealer or wood 
primer of some kind. The reason for 
this is that if the suction of the wood 
is not satisfied there may be some 
danger of the oil or binder content of 
the filler being absorbed by the timber, 
which would cause the pigment 
portion of the filler to become 
unbound Any mechanical movement 


has been on the 
time the initial 


of the wood may then in time lead to 
a breakdown in the finish because of 
the filler finding its way out and 
bringing with it the finish 

(On occasions, of course, it may be 
necessary to use a second application 
of filler because the timber may be so 
open-grained as to render filling in 
one operation impossible. Where this 
is so, the first filling should be allowed 
to become reasonably dry before the 
second is applied 

High-class Finishes 

The foregoing remarks apply to 
filling of timber intended to be 
finished with a cellulose wood finish- 
ing process or with a shellac process 
For other clear finishing processes a 
pigmented wood filler is not always 
necessary It may be eliminated 
entirely in some high-class finishes 
where the cost of finishing will be 
expensive in any case and where the 
cutting out of the process will not add 
unduly to the cost of finishing 
Notable amongst these finishes are 
the various varnishes. In the writer's 
opinion varnishes are not used as 
finishes nearly so much as they could 
be in this country, for they have 
advantages over cellulose wood finish 
ing processes worth considering, 

One of these advantages is 
because varnish is of a reasonably 
high viscosity when used, it is in 
itself a good grain filler. In a finish 
which will require two to three coats 
of varnish, it will sometimes be 
possible to disperse with the filling 
process entirely and it may be found 
that, even if an extra coat of varnish 
is necessary and an extra flatting 
operation also needed, the cost will not 
be more than if the filling operation

coats applied, brushed or sprayed, and 
then flatted before the application of 
the final coat. It is this first levelling 
process which helps to ensure that the 
grain filling properties of the varnish 
are utilised to the full, and helps one 
to see whether the grain is, in fact, 
filled. The final coat of rubbing 
varnish in a process such as this is 
really a glaze which, when hard dry, 
is in turn lightly flatted and burnished 
back to gloss or semi-gloss, according 
to the finish required. 


When contemplating filling pro 
cedure for pigmented finishes, a quite 
different set of factors must be taken 
into account Such filling is not done 
only for the sake of filling the grain 
of the timber, but also with a view to 
minimising the natural waviness of 
the timber’s surface. 


Oil-based Fillers 


The filler used is an oil based, or 
synthetic based __ filling paint which 
consists of a large proportion of a 
good filling composition, such as slate 
powder, dissolved in a vehicle to give 
a certain amount of flow, and to act as 
a binder There is, of course, no 
protective quality in a paint such as 
this, and it must be quickly followed 
by the finishing processes. Fillers of 
this nature require to be applied 
over some form of paint or primer 
which will provide the adhesive 
qualities which the filler will not 
possess, and for use on timber a 
varnish is quite useful as a first coat 
These remarks apply also to the

This is because the top 
coat will faithfully reflect any irregu- 
larities of the surface and this is apt 
to be misleading. One assumes that 
yet another coat is needed because the 
particular defects are still noticeable 
That this is not so is well illustrated 
by our sketch of a filled section of 
wood, It will be seen that after the 
second or third coat all the defects 
and irregularities of the surface have 
heen satisfied with paint 
One extra coat will 
rubbing coat, and any 
vhich are applied 
merely superfluous. The levelling of 
the filler after application usually 
calls for a wet process, but when 
rubbing a filled surface there is 
always a danger of exposing 
sharp edge down to the bare wood, 
and the intreduction of water is 
undesirable for many reasons. Accord 
ingly it is best to do the rubbing 
operation using some other means of 
lubrication such as turps or paraftin, 
which will have no effect on the bare 
wood if exposed Provided the filler 
is thoroughly dry there should be no 
danger of the turps or paraffin having 
any solvent action.

Defects in timber intended for clear 
finishes present rather a_ different 
problem, in that the stopping medium 
must be reasonably transparent and 
coloured to suit either the remainder

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Effect of Prices on 
Plywood Imports 


HE plywood section of the trade 
has now had time to study the 
impact of the 1953 import scheme on 
trading conditions generally It is 
agreed that, eventually, it will mean 
the importation of a wider variety ol 
species, but at the moment the situa 
tion is rather governed by the attitude 
of plywood shippers to prices particu- 
larly in Finland, which is the main 
source of supply to the United King- 
dom market
